aramedics Stirs Council Debate 


With four members of the 
Placentia City Council speaking out 
strongly against a paramedic service 
which would be located in Yorba 
Linda eight miles from the furthest 
reaches of the city, and only Mayor 
Robert Lyons supporting it, the city 
council nevertheless voted unani- 
mously to pursue the county service. 

The action followed considerable 
dialogue where serious objections 
were raised by four of the city’s 
council. 

The service, which will begin in 
Yorba Linda around June 15, 
involves one paramedic unit van, 
manned by three shifts of two men 
each, going around the clock. Base 
will be Fire Station 10 in Yorba 
Linda. 

With a price tag of $61,000 a year 
as Placentia’s share of the cost of the 
county service, councilmen failed 
even to deliniate how the bill would 
be paid. General funds are too low, 
Mayor Lyons pointed out and 
indicated he would be in favor of 
paying for the county-run service 
from the utility tax. 

Councilman Robert Langer inter- 
jected: ‘‘I’m really not sure what 
we’ re receiving for the dollars spent. 


Going into this type of program, I 
would like to know exactly what the 
details are.”’ 

‘‘What I want to know, what is the 
original cost going to be? What's it 
going to be in 1980 and what in 
1985?” 

“As I see it, for a person who 
needs emergency service, the first 
person on the scene would be a 
policeman. The second is going to be 
our fire truck with three men aboard 
it, third will be the paramedic truck 
and fourth the ambulance. 

‘*I just wonder whether we are 
going to need all these vehicles and 
would we end up with eight people 
there helping one person. Where is 
the money going to come from? We 
have not approached that problem. 
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Owners Get Job 
Of Sidewalk Repair 


A new policy in sidewalk repair, 
which in some instances could leave 
a property owner responsible for 
maintenance of a sidewalk used by 
the public, was unanimously 
adopted by the Placentia City 
Council after major revisions. 

The policy would leave sidewalk 
repair the responsibility of the 
property owner except for specific 
conditions. 

Circumstances under which the 
city crews would replace sidewalks 
would be: Damage from a tree to the 
sidewalk to the extent of 50 per cent 
or more by an act of God. 

Tree or root growth from city 
owned trees. 

Tree or root damage, if sidewalk 
can be incorporated into a fully city 
funded repair project and would 
produce a safe contiguous section. 

Repair to a sidewalk over 40 years 
old and/or-of the sand/slurry type. 

Sidewalk damage resulting from 


heaving of the soil caused by an act 
of God, such as an earthquake or 
flood. 

All other sidewalk repairs now 
become the responsibilty of the 
property owner. 

A property owner also can be cited 
by maintenance department person- 
nel, informing him to replace 
hazardous sidewalk along the 
frontage of his property. 

The property owner then is 
obligated to return a sidewalk repair 
agreement or seek a_ licensed 
contractor to complete the necessary 
work as required within the time 
span allowed. 

The proposal as first presented by 
Dick Samp, Director of the city’s 
Recreation and Maintenance Ser- 
vices Department, outlined that 
some sidewalk repair has been 
completed by city crews but that 
$5,000 a year for the past two years

The proposal was made for the 
utility tax and I am violently opposed 
to that because that was not the 
intent of the utility tax. Let’s get 
some answers to some problems.”’ 

Mayor Pro Tem Michael Callahan 
agreed with Langer and added: 
‘‘The purpose of paramedics is not 
to treat somebody struck down by a 
car or to get a cat out of a tree. The 
purpose of paramedics is to treat 
people who have had a heart attack 
or had a stroke. 

‘‘Paramedics are not designed to 
go out into the field and act as 
ambulances or to convey people to 
the hospital...The purpose of 
paramedics was heart patients and 
stroke patients, period. It’s not a 
free ambulance service; it’s not what 


you call in place of your doctor or in 
place of the hospital, r the 
ambulance service itself. 

City Administrator Edwin Powell 
outlined before the discussion that 
service could be available to the city 
beginning July 1. Most of the cities, 
he reported are paying a lot more 
than they anticipated. 

*“Many cities have gone to second 
and third units,’’ he added. There is 
concern that many of the paramedic 
units are responding to a variety of 
calls, becoming known as ‘‘baby- 
sitting’ calls, he explained. ‘‘It’s 
cheaper to call a paramedic than it is 
to go see your family doctor. As a 
result many paramedic personnel 
are complaining that they have far 
too many calls to make in a 24-hour 


shift.’’ 

They are asking that their work 
load be reduced, Powell continued, 
“and some are being worked so hard 
that they are asking to be relieved.’’ 

Mayor Lyons stated that he 
believed because of economic 
factors that it would prompt the city 
to go to a non-city operated 
paramedic service within a year. 

Councilman Jack Gomez, who 
works for the city of Santa Ana said 
that bécause of the tremendous cost 
of the paramedic program in that 
city they are considering a user's fee 
of $50 and $40 an hour for standby. 

“‘My suggestion would be to 
postpone this because there are a lot 
of things coming up on paramedics.. 
I feel that we should wait."’

Golf Course At Par 


A continuing three-year-effort to 
preserve a golf course in Placentia, 
was apparently given a boost last 
week, when spokesmen for the 
property owner involved, won a 
denial of a planning commission 
edict to produce a-general plan for 
the 190 acres. 

Spearheaded by scions of the 
Kraemer and Chapman families, Gil 
Kraemer and Stanley Chapman, Jr., 
the effort was rewarded by Placentia 
City Councilmen, who left con- 
ditions of the development of the 
jointly owned properties as they now 
are. 

Chapman told the council: ‘‘We 
assumed that the golf course (Alta 
Vista) would be an asset to the 
community and in some way it 
should be preserved. I say it’s 
unique. I don’t know of anyone who 
would do what we’re trying to 
do...take an existing golf course, 


drill nine new holes and bring a 
great group of people together. 

“We thought the ordinance 
passed in 1973 was important 
because it~ gave people like my 
cousins, who own 40 acres of the 
190, various Kraemer interests, my 
uncles and everyone else, an 
incentive to talk about joining 
together in some sort of a project 
that would involve a golf course.”’ 

Chapman continued: ‘‘In 1974, we 
designed a golf course...we had four 
different designs. We came up with 
one we think is really very good.’’ 

Chapman also cited problems 
with Standard and Union Oil 
Companies who hold a lease on some 
of the land. 

“We finally asked the landowners 
to make two basic commitments,”’ 
Chapman explained. ‘‘The first one 
is that there will be two land pools 
formed on either side of Alta Vista.

the golf course.’’ 

‘‘Somehow we feel this has been 
lost in the discussion with the 
planning commission and everyone 
else. It is another thing to tie area A

Buildings are to be of white 
plastered slumpstone, using dark 
Stained, heavy wood beams and 
varigated barrel mission tile roofing. 

The southwest section of the 
district is built and a Bob’s Big Boy 
Restaurant stands on the immediate 
northwest corner.

PUSD Teachers Protest 
New Board Moves 


Teachers of the Placentia Unified 
School District at a recent meeting of 
the PUSD Board, reacted to the 
board’s proposal to try to provide 5 
per cent salary raises to everyone, 
by questioning several items put 
back into the budget for next year 
and stating that ‘‘CEC believes that 
additional funds must be budgeted 
to offset the cost-of-living pres- 
sures’’ to teachers. 

CEC chairperson Marge Santos 
stated that the budget comittee had 
not been given an opportunity to 
study the $236,000 in budget add-ins 
made at the special study session as 
superintendent and board priorities 
and questioned the inclusion of 
several of the items as reflecting 
stated board priorities. 

At the recent study session, 
trustees set 4% per cent as the 
target figure for salary increases, 
instructing the staff to try to achieve 
S per cent. Budget additions 
included expansion of pilot projects, 
reinstatement of the director of 
program evaluation and research for 
11 months and assistant principals 
for 12 months, purchase and scoring

Last fall, when two U.S. senators visited Havana, they had to sit through a 
long anti-U.S. speech by Cuban dictator Fidel Castro before he sat down to 


dinner with them. 
Far from complaining, 
extolling ‘‘normalized’’ 


they came home confidently predicting and 
relations between 


the United States and 


Cuba--without so much as a word about quid pro quo conditions to be placed 


on any negotiations. 


Castro doesn’t seem as naive. Recently, Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D., 
and a troop of newsmen went to Cuba and Castro was expansive by 
comparison to his earlier performance. He submitted to a wide-ranging 
news conference and intimated that he would consider releasing nine 
American prisoners and $2 million of impounded airline hijack ransom 
money as a ‘‘gesture’’ toward better relations with the United States. All 
this underscores the fact he needs us more than we need him. 

Since 1962, the trade embargo of the Organization of American States 
(OAS) has had a marked effect on Cuba. The island’s economy is not much 
above the subsistence level. Even if the OAS should vote to lift the embargo, 
allowing member nations to decide on trade individually, it is the 
potentiality of trade with the United States which is most important to the 


Cubans. 


If our diplomats hold this card in their hand it can bring important 
concessions of freedom for the Cuban people by their dictator. 

Since the success of his 1959 revolution, Castro has managed to reduce his 
people to a level of egalitarian serfdom, all working for the state. Personal 
freedoms are nonexistent, and there hasn’t been a single election in all the 
Castro years. What many Cubans thought would be ‘‘paradise’’ turned out 


tq be something far different. 


Castro’s proposed gesture to return the prisoners and the ransom money 
is a beginning, but there are at least six other points which should be 


candidates for any quid pro quo: 


1. Recognition of the property rights in Cuba of Americans whose 
property was confiscated by the Castro government, as a first step toward 


full compensation. 


2. Free movement of Cubans and U.S. citizens (including former Cubans) 
between the two countries, especially insuring visits between families now 


separated. 


3. Concrete steps toward a restoration of personal freedoms in Cuba, 


including the freedom to worship. 


4. Denial of Soviet base rights anywhere in Cuba. 
5. Written guarantees that Cuba won’t intervene in the affairs of other 


Western Hemisphere nations. 


6. Recognition by Cuba of U.S. naval base rights at Guantanamo. 
After all these years, we should be in no hurry for a ‘‘thaw’’ in relations to 


Cuba. We can afford to go slowly and carefully.

[HORSE TALES |

There was a really great turnout at the library on May 20 
to hear Supervisor Diedrich tall. about trails. My faith is 
now pretty well restored in our local horse owners. There 
were a lot of them present. 

Mr. Diedrich mentioned that there are 300 miles of bike 
trails already existing in the County, which has forced the 
riding and hiking trails to more or less take a back seat, due 
to lack of funds, etc. In spite of this, the state Parks and 
Recreation Department is of the opinion that north Orange 
County is way ahead of other parts of the County with its 
trails system. Mr. Diedrich described some interesting 
plans for new trails that will soon be under construction. 
Most of these will follow the Santa Ana River, beginning 
with a proposed overnight equestrian camping area at 
Horseshoe Bend in Featherly Park and ending at a point 
about where Fairmont Blvd. and Esperanza will eventually 
intersect. Yorba Park will be located in this vicinity and will 
be the first segment of trail to be built along the Santa Ana 
River. Let's hope it won't be too long before we can start at 
Imperial and ride all the way to Featherly Park. Mr. 
Diedrich seems to be doing his best to make this a reality. 

A reader called my attention to a sad and hard to believe 
thing that happened a few weeks ago. Apparently, two little 
girls (aged about ten) were riding double on a dependable 
old horse belonging to one of the girls. On that neglected 
and badly eroded section of trail behind the apartments on 
Yorba Linda Blvd., the horse lost his footing and fell. 
Naturally, the little girls panicked when they saw him lying 
there bleeding, so one girl stayed with the horse and the 
other one ran to the apartments and started ringing 
doorbells, crying and begging someone for help. Not-one 
person offered to assist her or even to let her use their 
phone! The poor kid ended up running clear back to a 
neighbor's home near Ohio and Mountain View where she 
was able to call both her mother and a veterinarian. Makes 
you wonder, doesn't it? I'm well aware that many Yorba 
Linda residents dislike horses, but I didn’t realize that 
small children are also considered ‘‘undesirable’’ by some 
people. 

I've been very nicely reprimanded for omitting quite a 
popular veterinarian from my recent list of reliable local 
veterinarians. My only excuse is that ‘ignorance is bliss’’. 
This particular veterinarian is Dr. Burnett and he can be 
reached at 524-1505.

The Silent Majority has 
too many victims; I am 
getting out of that crowd. 
It’s the kind of environment 
which is not really healthy, 
especially for young men 
like my 19 year old son. He, 
your son or brother could 
easily be a victim of that 
mob. They are a strange 
group; I know because I was 
a member for many long 
years. 

You know in the early 
1960's when we entered the 
Vietnam fiasco; the Silent 
Majority silently nodded 
their collective heads and 
approved of the necessity of 
stopping Communism in 
Vietnam. They smiled their 
frosty smiles and allowed 
President Kennedy, and 
then Johnson, and then 
Nixon to rest in the cold 
arms of their approval. The 
Silent Majority shook them- 
selves awake long enough 
to frown disapprovingly at 
McGovern and the youth of 
the nation when, in 
desperation, they took to 
the streets to try and show 
us that we were wrong, 
wrong in Vietnam. 

More than 50,000 lives 
later the Silent Majority still 
looks, apparently unasham- 
edly, at those cold statistics 
that once were such warm 
young men and_ they 
evidence little sorrow. 
Some of us, sickened by the 
errors of our leaders, have 
broken ranks with the 
muffled Majority and for 
that revolt some castigate 
us and some laugh--so be it. 
But honest to God, I would 
rather be condemned for 
trying to make things better 
than be looked on kindly as 
a ‘‘good citizen’ and fail to 
speak out. 

Where and when do we 
start to speak out. The 
Vietnam War is behind us 
and it’s too late to say much 
about it except to see it as a 
lesson--horrifying in its 
meaning. It seems evident 
that to make things better 
we must begin at the local 
level. Input should be made 
to those who have the 
responsibility of making 
decisions, and that input of 
ideas and thoughts can only 
come from you and me. 

As a prominent man said 
last week, *‘It took only 12 to 
carry the Gospel.’’ Those 12 
changed the course of 
history because Christ 
believed in their capability, 
their potential, and He, it 
seems to me, still believes 
in you and me to be far more 
than we are. We have only 
to accept the challenge. 

America doesn't need 
any more members to join 
the Silent Majority; she 
needs the whole group to 
flee, to migrate to more 
vocal and active positions. 
Think about it.
